broken from that great backbone of 
the continent. These mountain islands, 
as one is prom'pted to'call them by their 
appearance, reposing in their level sur- 
roundings, rendered -blue, by-the weird 
mirage of the plains, have a beauty-pe- 
culiarly their own. v Occasionally in the 
ravines where nature has bestowed a 
much needed stream the growth of tim- 
ber, etc., is profuse, showing what a 
complete system of irrigation will do 
for that country, Then as the "island" 
is ascended from the "shore" the vege- 
tation is more sparse, while the sum- 
mits are wrapped in a mantle of snow. 
Go where you may there can be no 
more beautiful scenery in that line 
than on the plains of Southern New 
Mexico. The person who has grown 
tired of perpetual winter or perpetual 
summer, tired of being jostled by the 
busy, seething masses of humanity of 
more populated regions, can there find 
a land devoid of either, where existence 
cau be eked out insole communion with 
one's self. But for ourselves, we want 
none of it in ours, save an occasional 
glimpse "just for a change." 


The mirage of those plains is quite 


fascinating. At times the prairie would 
appear as the. surface of a boundless 
ocoan, whose sparkling depths were 
blue as emerald, the mountains rising 
to their dizzy heights like islands,"heoce 
their 
nom 
de 
plume "mountain 


islands." 
Then, 
almost 
instantan- 


eously, the mirage would melt, away 
and what had appeared so smooth and 
serene would prove to be the arid and 
rolling prairie, Thus was our journey 
through the greater part of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona. The most picturesque 
of the desert mountain ranges is the 
Santa Catalina, north of Tucson, Ari- 
zona, rising so gradually and evenly to 
its crowned head of snow. 


Tucson is a peculiar city. 
It is a 


strange, anomalous combination of a 
bustling American mining center and 
an antiquated, sleepy, backward Mexi- 
can town. In modern improvements and 
innovations, in energetic enterprises, 
progressive ideas, railway facilities and 
many other points it is thoroughly 
American. 
But in the suburbs the 


adobe houses', low-built and gloomy, 
and the people, with their slumberous, 
conservative habits, and many of their 
costumes almost ante-diluvian, portray 
the Mexican side of the picture. 
It 


w.'is queer to see the women washing 
clothes on flat stones and carrying 
them home on their heads; and the fire 
wood peddlers, with their stock packed 
on queer, patient little donkeys, can- 
vassing the houses with the zeal of a 
full-fledged book agent, 


,1 udging from our view, Arizona has 


a brighter future, as regards inhabita- 
tion, than New Mexico, for in many 
parts of the former, where the moun- 
tain streams wind their way through 
the shallow ravines of the plains, the 
land is more fertile, the wild verdure 
being exceedingly luxuriant. We con- 
clude that if those plains could be suc- 
cessfully irrigated the influx of immi- 
grants would be rapid and immense. 
It was at a small station on these, 
plains that we first saw a cow-boy. 
lie was mounted on a donkey (burro) 
scarcely larger than himself, a coiled 
lasso thrown 
over his shoulder, a 


sheathed knife and a revolver in his 
belt. His sombrero was large enough 
to serve as a parasol, though his brown 
complexion indicated that it had sorely 
neglected that p;irt of its duty. Far- 
ther on we saw large herds of cattle 
and sheep browsing the sage brush and 
other scant vegetation, while the "cow- 
punchers" lazily rode their donkeys, or 
sunned themselves, stretched out full 
length on the sand. 
i 


Yuma, the last city in Arizona, on 


the Southern Pacific, has many charac- 
teristics that are interesting. Situated 
at the confluence of the Colorado and 
Gila rivers, with a view just across 
into the promised land of California, 
its position is novel. And its inhabi- 
tants sire no less novel. 'Twas there 
we saw the first full-blooded Indians- 
on the entire trip. They constitute a 
goodly proportion of the population of 
the city, and 1 was informed ar.e very 
good citizens so long as they do not get 
too much "fire water" aboard. 
When 


our 
traia pulled in for breakfast 


(though it was then well nigh noon) 
we were greeted by a score or more of 
the old warriors and young braves who 
had gathered there to sell their wares 
to the curiously inclined passengers. 
They had bows and arrows, beads, 
feathers, and many other trinkets, 
valuable only for their origin. Some 
of the.ir faces were liberally painted, 
brass earrings, finger rings, necklaces 
of beads, woolen 
shirts, buckskin 


trousers and raocuasins completing 
their costume. One old fellow had 
hair sis blaeh as m.ld.ni£ht 


gray beard. I was told he -was 120 
years old, and his appearance indicated 
that he can stand the suns of many a 
summer yet 
The same informant as 


to age also said there was a squaw in 
that city who is 150 years old. So 
much for their rough% outdoor 
life 


in close communion "with 'nature's 
remedies. The police force of the city 
is composed mostly of Indians, and 
they make efficient officers. Eut, aside 
from the Indians, there are a great 
many people there from the East, 
either* in business or in search of 
health. The rainfall there is but a 
fraction over two inches per year,, and 
this combined with the warm climate 
makes it one of the most beneficial 
places for sufferers from pulmonary 
troubles in the country. 


Crossing the murky waters of the 


Colorado river we entered the state of 
California, and the hearts of the 
.tourist thrilled with expectancy, sup- 
posing that ^we w'ould;".:immediately 
plunge into .orchards 
of 
oranges,, 


lemons, limes and what not. But such 
was not our lot. Miles of. dreary sand 
where rain rarely falls confronted us. 
There seems but little doubt but that 
the Gulf of California formerly ex- 
tended to near the San Gorgonia Pass. 
The detritus of the Colorado river, or 
some other of the slow, sure forces of 
nature, cut off from the "main body an 
inland sea one hundred and fifty miles 
lengthy about forty wide, which, 
finally drying,'left large bodies of salt, 
which is 
profitably -mined in*- that 


section. 


The descent from Cactus, 395 feet 


above the sea level, to Salton, 268 feet 
below sea level, a drop of 658 feet in a 
distance-of 75 miles, is rarely equalled 
in railroading. 


The sand of this great 
basin re- 


sembles the: ocean-sand. 
It is full of 


small shells and other deposits which, 
proves the theory of it once having 
been the bed of-the ocean. The water 
is so tainted with alkali, that it is 
unfit for use in the locomotive boilers. 
AS Yuma we coupled to an extra tank 
of Colorado river water, and carried it 
to Indio through the basin a distance 
of 119 miles.
